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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ferguson et al 
(5,637,086). 

Ferguson et al. teaches a multi-lumen balloon catheter and method of use, involving 
inserting a stiffening stylet (23) into a first lumen (14), placing the cannula into the vessel, 
removing the stylet, inflating the balloon (16), and then delivering fluid in the vessel through a 
lumen (15) spaced from the stylet lumen (col. 8, lines 51-65). With regard to the amended 
limitation where a fluid is conducted through a separate inlet spaced from the stylet, Ferguson 
discloses a multi-lumen catheter and any of the lumen may be used to conduct a fluid. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments received at the Office on 03/30/2004 have been fully considered 
but they are not entirely deemed to be persuasive. 

The new amended limitation introduced into claim 15 does not render this claim 
patentable over the cited prior art. Specifically, the handle of a stylet in the prior art may be 
manipulated without a guide wire. This step is inherent and not further limiting because it does 
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not require any additionally step or structure. Also, since the claim recites an open-ended 
transitional phrase, it does not require that step has to be absent from the cited prior art. Lastly, 
with regard to the amended limitation where a fluid is conducted through a separate inlet spaced 
from the stylet, Ferguson discloses a multi-lumen catheter and thus any of the lumen may be 
used to conduct a fluid. 

Accordingly, claims 15-16 remain rejected.
